The flig h t wex*e scheduled to 
begin in 1965. 


Skippmg this step will mean 
a nine-month delay in the first 
orbital flights of Apollo astro­ 
nauts. The next flights are to 
be the orbiting of the full three- 
man Apollo teams in a com­ 
plete Apollo craft with a more 
powerful rocket system, Saturn 
1-B, in 1966. 
A spokesman said the space 
agency feels that by concentrat­ 
ing on the stripped down pro­ 
gram the United States has a 
better chance of putting a man

The world’s largest village — Oak Park, 111. (popu­ 
lation, 61,093) — has made a complete change in its 
afreet name signs to help villagers and strangers find 
their way more easily about the Chicago suburb at 
night. 
The village’s old black-on-white street name signs 
have been replaced by large white-on-green signs, the 
lame colors as those‘used on expressway and tollway 
•igns. The new signs glow brightly in automobile 
headlights at night. 
- According to Glenn Simde. Oak Park director of 
public works, the sign change has received enthusias­ 
tic public approval, even from those long-time resi­ 
dents who usually resist most changes in the appear­ 
ance of the village.

Negro leaders plan a constant 
series of max* • demonstrations 
at the convention hotel “for the 
duration” — meaning for the 
length of the AFLCIO’s Build­ 
ing 
and Construction Trades 
Dept, national parlay opening 
on Nov. 6. The picketing wiU 
continue right on to Nov. 22 
when the Regular national AFL- 
CIO convention closes. 
Reports of coming demonstra­ 
tions have not exactly quieted 
fraying nerves in 
the 
White 
House, the State Dept., the La­ 
bor Dept., and many of our 
embassies across the world. 
The White House is disturbed 
because 
President 
Kennedy 
plans to speaft at the convention. 
And there is no way he can get 
into the hotel without passing 
the pickets. His aides can ai»k 
the demonstrators to take a 
short break and not embarrass 
him. Or he can call it ail off. Or 
he can walk right on through. 
He’ll make enemies no matter 
what he does. 
And over at one section of 
the State Dept, the news of the 
mass demonstration has 
pro­ 
voked a mass trauma. “State” 
and several other departments 
have gone to considerable ex­ 
pense to bring some 250 foreign 
labor leaders in from across the 
world to observe the national 
AFL-CIO convention 
These men have been care­ 
fully selected. Many of them are 
right under the gun — literally 
and figuratively — in their home 
lands. Some also lead impor­ 
tant political parties. No doubt, 
some of the visitors will one 
day be their countries' head of 
Mate S’ome of them, such as 
those in the delegation 
from 
Singapore, 
have 
just 
beaten 
down Communist efforts to toj*- 
ple their government with politi­ 
cal strikes. 
There will be a large bloc 
from Japan, an influentiai group 


from the Philippines, and im­ 
portant union chiefs from Nor- 
therg Rhodesia and Sierra Le­ 
one. Of the 250, about IOO will 
be labor men from Asia aud 
Africa. They h*ve been asked 
to come and see the national 
policy — making gathering of 
the leaders of the largest and 
most powerful labor federation 
in the free world. 
They will be accompanied by 
officials from our embassies 
across the world. They will be 
in constant touch with special­ 
ist* from the U. S. Labor Dept., 
the Agency 
for 
International 
Development 
(AID) 
and 
the 
State Dept’* Bureau of Educa­ 
tional and Cultural Affairs. 
But it is certain that the for­ 
eign labor leaders — whom I 
have seen so assiduously wooed 
by East and West in so many 
parts of the world — will not 
cross the demonstrators’ picket 
lines. 
This will truly become an in­ 
ternational crisis. 
Though many conferences to 
avert the picketing are quietly 
underway, at the moment it 
appears that the lines will de­ 
finitely be thrown around the 
convention hotel. Leader of the 
demonstrations will be*Rev, Ric­ 
hard Allan Hiidebrsuid, president 
of the New York branch of 
die National Assn. for the Ad­ 
vancement of Colored People. 
He also is chairman of the 
Joint Committee for qual Em­ 
ployment Opportunity in the Con­ 
struction Industry. Its objective 
is the winning of many jobs for 
Negro©.; in the New York con­ 
struction industry. It has been 
a particularly militant commit­ 
tee. It has forced the shutdown 
of the Harlem Hospital construc­ 
tion project for months,

American lawyers still may 
not be facing their great res­ 
ponsibilities in this period of 
racial strife and constitutional 
test. 
It is commendable, of course, 
that leaders of the bar have 
agreed to establish a committee 
to work for eased tension. 
But this could mean no more 
than that lawyers would offer 
their services as negotiators and 
pacifiers in difficult situations, 
just as any civic - minded citi­ 
zens might do. 
What is needed from lawyers 
is something they can contri­ 
bute uniquely: a brighter, clear­ 
er light on the broad range of 
which have been stirred as the 
racial struggle has sharpened. 
The lawyers could start at an 
elemental level, with profit to 
ail of us. 
For example, what are ‘‘ci­ 
vil” rights? To what extent are 
they federal in character, whe­ 
ther or not spelled out in the 
United States Constitution 
Article Nine of the Constitu­ 
tion's Bill of Rights says “the 
enumeration in the Constitution 
of certain rights shall not be 
construed to deny or disparage 
others retained by the people.” 
What does that mean? Law­ 
yers ought to be able to tell us 
what the courts and the coun­ 
try’s best legal minds think. 
Then, what are states’ rights? 
The other day, Gov. Ross Bar­ 
nett of Mississippi said ”a state 
that loses the right to exercise 
exclusive jurisdiction over its 
own affairs loses its political 
soul and its citizens have lost 
their most valuable freedom.'' 
The key, 
there, obviously is 
knowning what is meant by a 
state’s “own affairs.” If a fed­ 


eral “right” conflicts with a 
state “power,” which takes pre­ 
cedence? 
U. S. lawyers have been pain­ 
fully reticent on this vital sub­ 
ject, though It is tightly bound 
up in the present racial turmoil 
Southerners dispute the vali­ 
dity of the powerful 14th amend­ 
ment, whose “equal protection 
under the laws” clause is the 
foundation of so many recent 
Supreme Court decisions. 
What do the courts, the law­ 
yers and the legal scholars say 
about the soundness of t h i s 
amendment’s status as law? 
Who is sovereign, the federal 
government or the states? It 
may surprise many to know that 
the word is nowhere mentioned 
in the Constitution or any of its 
23 amendments. 
A line in the Constitution’s 
main body says “the citifens of 
each state shall be entitled to 
all privileges and immunities of 
citizens in th* several states.” 
Those words are seldom spok­ 
en these days. What do they 
mean? 
The Constitution, invested with 
more immediacy in our lives 
than ever before, cannot be the 
plaything of the amateurs. Let’s 
hear from the strangely silent 
experts.

The Washington Merry-Go-Round

co tycoons are doing their best 
to delay and dilute the long­ 
awaited Presidential report on 
cigarets 
and 
cancer, 
which 
should be ready to release bv 
December IS. 
Though elaborate precautions 
have been taken to make sure 
the report doesn’t leak out be­ 
fore it can be edited, this col­ 
umn can state that the individ­ 
ual studies contain overwhelm­ 
ing evidence that smoking can 
cause not only lung cancer but 
heart, stomach, bronchial, and 
ether ailments. 
These studies are now being 
boiled down by Dr. Peter Ham- 
ill of the National Library of 
Medicine into a report 
t h a t 
should present a devasta t i n g 
case against the tobacco habit. 
It will be submitted to Pack- 
A-Day Smoker Anthony Cele- 
breeze, the efficient, ebullient 
Secretary of Health, Education, 
and Welfare, who hasn't con­ 
cealed his lack of enthusiasm 
for battling the tobacco :rter- 
est*. 
He has made it plain that he 
doesn’t consider it “the proper 
role of the Federal government 
to tell citizens to stop smoking.” 
He (Hits smoking in the same 
category a* over-eating and ov- 
er-drlnking, insisting privately: 
“I don’t believe that the rrohi- 
bition of smoking by the Fed­ 
eral government would be any 
more effective than the prohi­ 
bition of alcohol.” 
An HEW spokesman assured 
this column, however that Ceie- 
breeze believes the government 
ha* a duty to warn citizen* 
against health hazards. 
Calebites© will send the re- 
port up to President Kennedy 
who is even less anxious to get 
his finder-- burned by the ciga­ 
ret controversy. Certainly, bt 
has no desire to an ta'ionize to­ 
bacco state senators and con­ 
gressmen while his civil rights 
reforms and tax cuts a vc .-tin 
pending.

After 20 years, for example 
a paek-a-duy smoker is 20 
times more likely to develop 
bronchial 
adenocarcinoma, 
type of lung cancer, than is 
non-smoker.
